General Meeting Meeting 
8July 2010 


The General Membership Meeting of the Amateur Radio 
Club of El Cajon was called to order by the Club President 
Paul, KC6QLS at 7:10 p.m. After the Pledge of 
Allegiance, everyone was welcomed. 


SECRETARY’S REPORT Motionto approve the Minutes 
as printed in the Counterpoise and posted online on 
7-7-10 by Mike, N6OPH, seconded by Dave Ward and 
motion carried. 


Our club repeater expert, J ohn, joined us tonight to 
speak about the repeaters. Specifically, the 220 
repeater does not have a schematic, is difficult to work 
on due to the layout, and it was already rebuilt after 
the fires. One of the problems we have is that we have 
a lot of nets which generates a lot of heat which is 
hard on the equipment. J ohn stated he had already 
spoken with Paul and suggested to the President that 
the club get a newer 220 repeater but this would be 
put on hold until after Field Day. The advantage of a 
new 220 repeater is that it would have a book, 
schematic, etc., and Bob Boehme would be the one to 
give a price quote. The 440 UHF has an issue and the 
experts must trouble shoot the problem; the good thing 
is that it is acommercial radio and has a schematic so 
they can check it out. Motion by Pat Chambers to follow 
up, but the motion was not seconded. President has 
been handling the repeater issue as confirmed by J ohn 
and will continue working with] ohn in this regard. There 
is a suggestion for a second antenna and they will follow 
up on this with Gary N6LRV, who is one of the few 
individuals who is authorized to access that repeater 
site. There was a suggestion to set up Echolink, which 
according to J ohn, would require a link to a site, an 
antenna, a port or controller, grounded station with 
good line of sight support, high speed internet, a 
modem, receivers, and a dedicated system that can be 
left alone and is not useable accept for this purpose. 
SANDRA had Echolink on one of their repeaters but it 
has since been removed. Echolink can take a lot of air 
time and repeater on air time. I f ARCEC does this, J ohn 
suggests turn power down to 7% to 1/ 3 to reduce heat 
and increase the life of the equipment. There was a 
suggestion to use left over Field Day Food Fund Drive 
money for repeater equipment, but the club cannot do 
this. That money must be spent on the picnic as 
budgeted. Funds must be spent on what they are 
collected and designated for. So, we will get the 
repeaters up and going first and then discuss Echolink 


again at a later date. The President thanked J ohn for 
attending our meeting tonight to help clarify the 
repeater issue.

present raised his hand that he had in fact been to one 
Board Meeting in the past. Past President Stogie, 
KG6j CW explained that Board Minutes are available upon 
request per the By Laws, but that in all his time as 
President no one ever asked him to see the Board 
Minutes. In fact, to the present Secretary’s knowledge 
in her approximate three months of service, only one 
individual has even asked to see the Board Minutes and 
questioned the Board. As the Secretary further 
indicated, allegations of “secrecy” and gossip are not 
fact. Paul called the question. Virgil Pattin, K7VP called 
a Point of Order as to the quality of the Motion and 
asked that the club hear the Motion. Mike Maston, 
Presiding President, clarified the motion as “Shall the 
club buy a recording device to be utilized at the Board 
of Director’s Meetings for anyone who wants to listen 
to it?” By show of hands 6 voted for, 13 voted against 
= a total of 19 votes and 6 abstained (for a total of 25 
present for the vote) so per the Presiding President 
the vote did not pass. David Santoro then raised 
another Motion for Absentee Voting, seconded by Virgil 
Pattin, K7VP. A discussion followed. It was pointed out 
that the Board already addressed this issue at the April 
Board Meeting and voted against it due to the cost and 
time involved. Nonetheless, the motion will be submitted 
to the Board for consideration. The Presiding President, 
Mike Maston, thanked all for staying. David Santoro 
then stood up and made a Motion to submit a ten page 
proposal on Absentee Voting to the Board of Directors 
at their next scheduled Board Meeting; seconded by 
Joseph. A discussion followed. The vote by show of 
hands was 14 for, 9 against and 1 abstained (for a total 
of 24 people now voting) so per the Presiding President 
the motion passed and the proposal will be submitted 
to the Board of Directors for consideration. Joseph, 
then stood up and said he makes a Motion that the Board 
Meeting Minutes are made available no laterthan 2 
weeks after the Board Meeting in PDF format on the 
website and that a printed copy is available at the 
General Membership Meeting, seconded by Virgil Pattin, 
K7VP. A discussion followed. It was pointed out that 
this motion is in violation of the ARCEC By Laws as there 
is no language included therein to this effect and that 
this motion would require a By Laws change. 
Nonetheless, a vote by show of hands was 15 for, 7 
against, 1 abstained (for a total of 23 people now voting) 
and the motion passed per the Presiding President Mike 
Maston.

Counterpoise February 1986 


Here’s a true story of one of the best 
telegraphers of his day, Thomas Edison, 
as he arrived in Boston in search of a 
job (from Edison, by Matthew 
J osephson): 


“| had been four days and nights on 
the road, and having had very little 
sleep, did not present a very fresh or 
stylish appearance, especially as 
compared to the operators of the East, 
who were far more dressy than their 
brethren of the West. My peculiar 
appearance caused much mirth.” 


The truth was that Edison had a will 
to be “different.” With his wide- 
brimmed hat, his long hair and baggy 
clothes, and a plug of tobacco in h is 
jaw, he looked in fact like a real jay 
from the wooly West. George Milliken, 
the manager, however, was a man of 
discernment. On being shown a letter 
in Edison’s neat manuscript writing and 
receiving assurance that the youth 
could take press copy | this fashion for 
hours on end, and at breakneck speed, 
he was impressed. After a five-minute 
interview he hired Edison, proposing 
that he begin work at 5:30 p.m. that 
same day. 


His fellow workers thought to 
initiate the ragged stranger from 
Michigan by “putting up a job” on him. 
It was arranged that he should be 


assigned to the Number 1 New York 
wire to receive voluminous press copy 
for the Boston Herald, without making 
it known to him that he would be 
expected to keep pace with one of the 
fastest senders in New York. Edison 
suspected that something was afoot 
from the way the Boston operators 
stood by, looking over his shoulder, 
“their faces shining with fun and 
excitement.” The New York operator 
began slowly, then ran on at top speed, 
while Edison not only kept pace with 
him, but sometimes, with studied 
deliberation, paused to sharpen a 
pencil, letting the sounder run on. Then 
the sender began to slur his words, 
sticking the signals, but Edison was 
used to this style. Finally, as he told 
the story, he felt that the fun had gone 
far enough and, opening the key, he 
made a telegraphic aside: “Say, young 
man, change off and send with the 
other foot.” That “broke up” the New 
York man, and, in disgust, he turned 
his instrument over to someone else.

Field Day Report 


The Amateur Radio Club of El Cajon held its Field 
Day operation at the Al Bahr Shrine Camp located 
just off of Sunrise Highway in the Mount Laguna 
region of San Diego County. The site is located 
approximately 6500 feet facing east towards the 
immediate desert region of San Diego County. The 
actual exercise commenced at 1100hrs hours on 
Saturday 26 June and concluded at 1100hrs on 
Sunday 27 J une 2010 local time. 


BACKGROUND 


This year’s Field Day event was different in many 
ways from 2009. First the Field Day Chairman 
and Club Vice President was different from 2009. 
In fact there were a great many personnel 
changes for the 2010 exercise due to the recent 
resignations of the duly elected vice president 
and a change in leadership for the galley crew as 
well. This precipitated some new tensions that 
were never encountered in the previous years. 
However, having said that field day 2010 was a 
successful event in its own right. Some of the new 
personalities were: 

Michael Maston, N6OPH Vice President and Field 
Day Chairman for 2010 who took over from Gary 
Kuske, W6GRK who resigned in February 2010; 
Nick Prodnanovich, AD6UK as the Safety Officer 
effective after February 2010; Polo Navvaro (No 
call yet) as the Social Chairman. There was also 
a management change at the Al Bahr Shrine Camp 
for 2010. 


NARRATIVE 


In preparation of Field Day a Pre-Field Day 
“antenna party” was held in mid June. The 
purpose of this exercise was to prepare the club’s 
antennae for assembly at the field day site on 25 
June. This party consisted of adjusting the 
lengths of each of the elements of the beam 
antennae for an optimal VSWR reading for each 
of the bands in which the antennae would be 
utilized. The antennae were assembled, tuned and 
marked for easy assembly at the Field Day site. 
Also within the same week end some members of 
the club were trained and certified in the use of 
operation of the club’s antenna tower trailer. 
There were 25 in attendance at this event which 


greatly increased the pool of trained operators. 
The normal plan for Field Day is to meet the set 
up crew at the Ranch House Restaurant in 
Lakeside at around 0800. After eating breakfast 
all would assemble at the club’s equipment shed 
also in Lakeside to gather up all of the 
equipment, antennae and towers that would be 
used for this year’s Field Day. Mike, N6OPH met 
all of set up crew members at the shed as planned. 
The equipment was loaded into the various trucks 
assembled for the job. However, there was a 
change in the leadership of the galley crew and 
Mike, N6OPH was obligated to bring all of the 
food as well as his own equipment to the site. 
Since Mike, N6OPH for this purpose it was 
determined that he could not carry all of the 
foodstuff and his equipment at the same time. 
So therefore some of the cases of soda had to be 
off loaded from his vehicle and transferred to 
some of the other trucks that still had room for 
it. This necessitated his return to his residence 
to collect his personal radio equipment and head 
up to the mountain. In so doing Mike, N6OPH 
did not arrive at the camp site until after 
1100hrs at which time some of the antenna 
towers were already placed and in construction. 
There was some difficulty in erecting one of the 
antennae due to the proximity to the trees. The 
wood pile that was on the concrete slab in the 
previous years had been removed so it was much 
easier to place the club’s antenna tower trailer 
for erection. However, it had to be moved 
slightly as it too would impact the trees close 
by. The tower trailer crew operated the tower 
trailer as trained and there were no safety issues 
during the three days of our occupation of the 
camp site. In the previous years the club would 
use its own generator to operate the radio 
stations during field day. This year however was 
an exception. As part of the field day 
preparation Mike, N6OPH and Steve, KO4QT 
attempted to test the generator in March. Part 
of the testing process consisted of putting a load 
onto the generator and measuring the output. 
However, this year the generator was only able 
to muster 4.5 volts well below the threshold 
needed to operate eight or nine radios. It was 
taken to a repair shop and the return information 
from the repair shop was that it needed a new

armature at a cost of $750! It was decided by 
the club leadership to dispose of the generator 
at a later date. Instead, the tower trailer 
generator would be used as the generator for this 
years exercise. This required the crafting of a 
new cable to connect to the generator and 
distribution to the radios. This was done by 
Joseph, KIGTTF and his son. This solved our 
power problem for field day and there were no 
electrical problems during the course of the 
exercise. 


The club president attends Field Day and is 
involved many of the necessary leadership 
decisions required during the course of field day. 
However, due to illness, Paul, KC6QLS was 
unable to attend. This left all of the supervisory 
and operational details to Mike, NGOPH. One of 
those details was to invite the local fire station 
personnel to dinner on Saturday. Last year when 
they arrived they gave a complete demonstration 
as to the capabilities and equipment on board 
their fire engine. This year although they were 
invited, they never arrived. 

The biggest change however was in the makeup 
and leadership of the galley crew. These are the 
people for feeding all of those who attended. Last 
year on Saturday we had at least 125 for dinner. 
Dinner consisted of steaks, salad, chips, drinks 
and dessert. This year we only had approximately 
46 for dinner. While steaks were available for 
those who wanted them, carne asada beef, beans 
and rice were the order of the day. There was 
macaroni and cheese for the kids. The Saturday 
meal was well received by those in attendance. 
The food chairman was Anselmo, KD6PRV who 
took over the entire operation on 18 J une! 

Our attendance did not match that of 2009 not 
exceeding 35 except for Saturday. 

Propagation was very poor this year. The 40 
meter band which would garner approximately 
400 contacts at the conclusion of field day only 
came up with only about 223 this year. Ten, 
twenty, fifteen and six meters were no better. 
This year we operated as a six-alpha station. 


All of the station operators, the set up and tear 
down crews and the galley crew were seasoned 
volunteers who attend this event every year and 


always ready to help the club no matter the 
circumstances. While this narrative enunciated a 
few minor glitches and changes that occurred this 
year this was a typical Big Green Spider operation 
from beginning to end. It is this kind of dedication 
and service to the club and amateur radio that makes 
me proud to have been my first stint as a field day 
chairman and club vice president. You did 
everything and | was just there for some direction. 
Not much was needed it turned out. Outstanding job 
was done by all. 


OBSERVATIONS & RECOMMENDATIONS 


The Field Day planning is only as good as the vice 
president’s capabilities. The Field Day Chairman 
relies on the help of the staff appointed by him (her). 
This year’s Field Day Chairman was new to the job 
but hardly inexperienced as he has attended ten or 
more years of Field Days and has had many 
opportunities to observe the work of others. Most 
of the people involved in the entire operation know 
their jobs with little or no supervision required. This 
in turn makes the Field Day Chairman’s job much 
easier. The only real problem this year was that a 
change was required for the galley crew. There are 
many factors associated with the necessasity of this 
change that are best not discussed in this report. 
But one of the great concerns was the viability of 
the food service that really wasn’t solved until after 
the 18" of J une. The food planning takes almost as 
long as the Field Day event itself. Once the need for 
change is identified it needs to be made much sooner 
than two weeks before the event. 


Most people judge field day under two criteria: The 
number and quality of contacts on the air and the 
food. For most club projects and activities we suffer 
a paucity of volunteers. This is not so for Field Day 
although most people would rather be on the air than 
cooking. The 2011 Field Day Chairman will be 
determined by the December election of officers as 
the Vice President is also the Field Day Chairman. 
Whoever is elected needs to start his (her) planning 
in J anuary 2011 and not in March or April. | as Field 
Day Chairman had the benefit of documentation 
provided by the 2009 Field Day Chairman Steve,
